1. Clarification is requested as to the 35 U.S.C. 102 
rejection over U.S. Patent No. 6, 430,225 Bl to Okawa et al. 
r Okawa'') . 

The Office Action does not point out which portion of Okawa 

teaches an interface unit as being operable 

to enter a reset wait state . . . only after 
receiving a response to the bus reset signal 
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from each of the partner cozamunlcatlon devices. 

(Claim 6) (Emphasis added) 

Applicant has reviewed the Okawa and is unable to determine 
the basis of the rejection. Clarification is requested of the 
rejection of claim 5 and claims 16 and 11, which contain similar 
recitations . 

Further, the Office Action does not point out the portions 
of Okawa that purportedly teach that the response awaited from 
each partner communication device is a bus reset signal (claim 
7), and that the transmitter (of the interface unit) is operable 
to transmit an idle signal after passage of the predetermined 
period of time (claim 8) . Accordingly, clarification is needed 
as to the basis of these rejections. 

2. The basis for the "best mode" rejection.
